creating the “family sitcom” 
genre of entertainment is also 
a march through world his¬ 
tory. The radio show “The 
Rise of the Goldbergs” de¬ 
buted just after the stock mar¬ 
ket crash in 1929, and 
quickly became the second 
most listened to radio pro¬ 
gram after “Amos & Andy” 
through the Depression Years 
and WWII. It is remarkable 
to contemplate that a survey 
conducted during the 1940’s 
revealed Gertrude Berg to be 
the second most popular fe¬ 
male figure in the U.S, sec¬ 
ond to Eleanor Roosevelt. 
However, Gertrude held the 
position of the highest paid 
woman in the nation, gamer¬ 
ing a salary of $2,000 per 
week for her radio program 
alone, not to mention the 
enormous number of product 
endorsements and earnings 
from taking “The Goldbergs” 
on a highly successful live 


tour. 

Gertmde persisted in see¬ 
ing “The Goldbergs” estab¬ 
lished on television in January 
of 1949, after initially facing 
skepticism from CBS network 
executives. She was awarded 
the first Emmy award for Best 
Actress in 1950. A highly 
successful 5-year mn of the 
show was marred by her TV 
husband, Phillip Loeb, long a 
union activist for actors, being 
branded a communist by the 
Un-American Activities Com¬ 
mittee, which prompted 
Gertmde to defy sponsors 
when they wanted him fired 
after he was named in the no¬ 
torious “Red Channels.” Anna 
had made her TV debut on 
“The Goldbergs” and was a 
close friend of Phillip Loeb, 
who she describes as her men¬ 
tor; she was featured in the 
documentary for her memo¬ 
ries of that time.

Council of Europe criticises Roma Venezuela quashes press 
expulsions photo ban amid outcry 


TRASBOURG, AFrance 
(AFP) - A top official of the 
Council of Europe accused 
yesterday some member states 
of treating Roma gypsies as 
scapegoats and warned their 
expulsions may provoke racist 
reaction. 

"Recent developments in 
several European countries, 
most recently evictions of 
Roma camps in France and ex¬ 
pulsions of Roma from France 
and Germany, are certainly not 
the right measures to improve 
the situation of this vulnerable 
minority," Mevlut Cavusoglu 
said. 

"On the contrary, they are 
likely to lead to an increase in 
racist and xenophobic feelings 


RAMALLAH, Palestinian 
(AFP) - Feaders of the Pales¬ 
tine Fiberation Organisation 
today voted to accept a US in¬ 
vitation to Washington peace 
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in Europe," the president of the 
council’s parliamentary assem¬ 
bly warned. 

Cavusoglu spoke as France 
shipped a second planeload of 
Roma immigrants back to Ro¬ 
mania after a crackdown on 
the community linked by Pres¬ 
ident Nicholas Sarkozy to 
criminal activities. 

"Taking advantage of the fi¬ 
nancial crisis, some govern¬ 
ments and groups capitalise on 
fears deriving from the equa¬ 
tion made between Roma and 
criminals, choosing a scape¬ 
goat that presents an easy tar¬ 
get," he said. 

"Roma are among the most 
vulnerable groups of all." 

Cavusoglu urged member 


talks with the Israelis, a top 
Palestinian official said. 

Yasser Abed Rabbo, an aide 
to Palestinian president Mah¬ 
mud Abbas, told reporters after 
a session of the PLO's policy¬ 
making executive committee 
ended shortly after midnight 
that the Palestinians had ac¬ 
cepted the invitation. 

"The PFO executive com¬ 
mittee announces its accept¬ 
ance of a resumption of direct 
negotiations with Israel, in ac¬ 
cordance with the statement by 
the international Middle East 
Quartet and the invitation by 
the United States," he said.

Hillary Clinton earlier an¬ 
nounced in Washington that Is¬ 
rael and the Palestinians would 
resume direct peace talks on 
September 2, striving for a 
deal within a year to create an 
independent Palestinian state. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu had already 
welcomed the US invitation to 
restart direct talks. 

Abed Rabbo read out a 
communique from the PFO 
central committee, which 
groups the main Palestinian

Palestinian state living side by 
side in peace and security with 
Israel and its other neigh¬ 
bours." 


CARACAS, Venezuela (AFP) 
- Venezuelan authorities yes¬ 
terday hastily quashed a ban on 
newspapers printing violent 
images after a firestorm of cri¬ 
ticism from media outlets, 
rights groups and UN officials 
who branded it censorship. 

The announcement, made 
overnight to the state news 
agency AVN by the legal direc¬ 
tor of the public defender's of¬ 
fice, Larry Davoe, reversed a 
court order this week imposing 
a month-long prohibition on 
"violent, bloody or grotesque 
images" in all of Venezuela's 
press. 

Newspapers had reacted to 
the ban by printing blank 
spaces in place of photos with 
the word "censorship" in them, 
a term also used by the French- 
based media rights group Re¬ 
porters Without Borders and a 
UN rapporteur tasked with 
press freedom issues. 

They said the measure 
could be broadly interpreted by 
authorities to prevent any ima¬ 
ges deemed critical of Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez's govern¬ 
ment. 

They also said it robbed 
newspapers of the right to re¬ 
port properly on a deadly street 
crime wave in Venezuela that 
has become the top public con¬ 
cern ahead of legislative elec¬ 
tions next month.

GENEVA, Switerland (AFP) - 
yesteron yesterday called on 
health authorities around the 
globe to monitor a multi-drug 
resistant superbug that sur¬ 
faced in South Asia and spread 
to Britain. 

The WHO said research 
published in The Lancet me¬ 
dical journal on August 11 
identified a new gene that en¬ 
ables some types of bacteria to 
be highly resistant to almost all 
antibiotics. 

"While multi-drug resistant 
bacteria are not new and will 


after one Venezuelan newspa¬ 
per, El Nacional, last week 
printed unusually graphic pho¬ 
tos of corpses in a city morgue 
to underline the crime wave. 
Another anti-government 
newspaper, Tal Cual, reprinted 
the photo. 

Chavez claimed his critics 
were using "pornographic" im¬ 
ages like those to twist public 
debate on the problem with the 
aim of destabilizing his autho¬ 
rity. 

The public defender's office 
said that, while the general ban 
had been lifted, temporary 
photo prohibitions remained in 
place against El Nacional and 
Tal Cual. It also cautioned all 
publications against printed 
images "unsuitable for chil¬ 
dren and adolescents." 

Chavez's government has 
not published official crime 
statistics for years. 

However, El Nacional yes¬ 
terday published figures it said 
came from the National Statis¬ 
tics Institute — given to Chavez 
but not released publicly — 
showing there were 19,133 
murders across Venezuela last 
year. 

That was significantly 
higher than the 16,000 murders 
recorded by the non-govern¬ 
mental Venezuelan Violence 
Observatory which already 
painted the country as the most 
dangerous in South America.

Attitudes 
harden in 
Dutch cabinet 
negotiations

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — Attitudes in negotia¬ 
tions for a new cabinet have 
hardened during the second 
week of talks. Anti-Islam PVV 
party lea-der Geert Wilders is 
not as flexible as at first 
thought on cuts to social secu¬ 
rity. Christian Democrat 
Maxime Verhagen and the Lib¬ 
eral VVD’s Mark Rutte have 
less in common than expected. 

Wilders agreed last week he 
would support the €18 bn in 
public savings cuts the Chris¬ 
tian Democrats and Liberals 
want to make. Now details are 
being discussed, he insists on 
being at the negotiations and 
has so far not agreed with plans 
to cut unemployment benefit 
and redundancy payments. 

The Christian Democrats 
want to keep basic student 
grants while the Liberals want 
to change to a loan system. In 
health care there are fundamen¬ 
tal differences between the two 
parties aiming to form a minor¬ 
ity government. 

If negotiator Ivo Opstelten's 
aim of forming the new gov¬ 
ernment in three weeks is to be 
met, agreement must be 
reached by next Friday. Insid¬ 
ers say the chances of that hap¬ 
pening are slim.

Scots scientists create car biofuel from 
whisky by-products

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Whisky lovers have another 
excuse to enjoy a dram — sci¬ 
entists in Scotland this week 
unveiled a biofuel to help 
power cars developed from the 
by-products of the distillation 
process. 

Researchers at Edinburgh 
Napier University have deve¬ 
loped the biofuel and filed a 
patent for the product, which 
they said could be used to fuel 


ordinary cars without any spe¬ 
cial adaptations. 

The biofuel, which has been 
developed during a two-year 
research project, uses the two 
main by-products from the 
whisky production process. 

These are "pot ale," the li¬ 
quid from the copper stills, and 
the spent grains called "draff', 
as the base to produce butanol 
which can then be used as fuel. 

"The new biofuel is made 


from biological material which 
has been already generated," 
said Martin Tangney, who is 
leading the research. 

"Theoretically it could be 
used entirely on its own but 
you would have to find a com¬ 
pany to distribute it." 

He added the most likely 
way the biofuel would be used 
was by blending five or 10 per¬ 
cent of the product with petrol 
or diesel. 

"Five or 10 percent means 
less oil which would make a 
big, big difference," he said. 

The biofuel "potentially of¬ 
fers new revenue on the back 
of one Scotland's biggest in¬ 
dustries," added Tangney. 

Richard Dixon, the Scot¬ 
land director of environmental 
campaign group WWF, praised 
the new product, saying unlike 
other biofuels it could be made 
without causing "massive en¬ 
vironmental damage to forests 
and wildlife. 

"Whisky-powered cars 
could help Scotland avoid ha¬ 
ving to use those forest-trash¬ 
ing biofuels."

Somehow that story mor¬ 
phed into rumors that Sparrow, 
born Slinger Francisco in 
Grenada and reared in Port au 
Spain, Trinidad, had died. 

"I didn't know what it was, 
it was just uncomfortable," 
Sparrow said of his ailment. 
"So rather than make excuses 
that that was how I felt, I sat 
down. A whole lot of people 
assumed some bad things. 
They engraved the tombstone 
and all." 

There were no pinched 
nerves in evidence this week as 
Sparrow sipped a beer at his 
favorite local bar, dancing in 
his seat, flirting with bartender 
Marie Jones and singing along 
with every song. 

"Must be angels I can't see! 
Somebody must be praying for 


me!" 

"You know, when you reach 
my age, you don't have nothin' 
to worry about, except trying 
to take one step at a time," he 
said. "Especially with all the 
grandkids around, if you have 


them." 

He has 17 grandchildren, 
one of whom, Ashley, will be 
performing with him Monday 
night at Brooklyn's Wingate 
Park in a "Caribbean Night" 
free concert with Sean Paul.

Protect Your Network from Facebook 
Malware 


Reports are circulating of yet 
another malware scam target¬ 
ing Facebook users. The 
sheer size of the social net¬ 
work, combined with the in¬ 
herent trust users place in 
messages from friends and 
family through Facebook 
make it a prime target for 
malware attacks to exploit. 

AppRiver report that they 
are detecting a new malware 
campaign targeting Face- 
book. The campaign tricks 
unsuspecting users into 
thinking the message is com¬ 
ing from Facebook. The e- 
mail appears to be an official 
Facebook notification indi¬ 
cating the reader can recon¬ 
nect with friends, but the 
message is full of malicious 
links. Clicking on one of the 
malicious links will then redi¬ 
rect them through several dif¬ 
ferent Web sites and load 


malware onto their computer 
through a hidden iframe ex¬ 
ploit. 

So, whaf s the big deal? Is 
this Facebook malware attack 
any different than every other 
malicious attempt to exploit 
social networks? 

An AppRiver spokesper¬ 
son explains "What’s unique 
here is that this virus cam¬ 
paign is also hitting smart¬ 
phone devices (specifically 
BlackBerrys at this time) that 
have the Facebook applica¬ 
tion/icon installed. In other 
words, it's not just utilizing 
email, but also triggering the 
application itself to make the 
campaign more believable.” 

The AppRiver spokesper¬ 
son added "Since the actual 
payload is not pushed down 
until after the infection oc¬ 
curs, this is a great opportu¬ 
nity for scammers to test the 


lengths of their campaign. 
For instance, if scammers can 
hook applications in this 
fashion, it may be an indica¬ 
tor of what's to come in the 
future: an easier remote mo¬ 
bile device security breach. If 
successful, scammers may 
one day be able to send pay- 
loads to attack the mobile de¬ 
vice causing a potentially 
severe data breach.” 

Dave Marcus, Director of 
McAfee Labs Security Re¬ 
search Communications, of¬ 
fers this insight. "Malware 
and scams that target Face- 
book users are a very common 
occurrence in today's threat 
landscape. With upwards of 
500 million users, cybercrim¬ 
inals will continue to target 
Facebook users and abuse the 
Facebook brand itself as the 
social engineering lure in their 
various criminal schemes.” 


Moon is shrinking, say astronomers 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The Man in the Moon has be¬ 
come the latest victim of con¬ 
traction in the housing 
market. 

Astronomers reporting on 
Thursday in the US journal 
Science said they had found 
previous undetected land- 
forms which indicate that 
Earth's satellite has been 
shrinking... albeit by only a 
tiny amount. 

The intriguing features, 
called lobate scarps, are 
faults created when the 
Moon's once-molten interior 
began to cool, causing the 
lunar surface to contract and 
then crinkle, they said. 

Relative to the Moon's 
age, estimated at around 4.5 
billion years, the contraction 
is recent, occurring less than 
a billion years ago, and is 
measured at about 100 
metees (325 feet). 

Lobate scarps were first 
spotted near the lunar equator 
in the 1970s by panoramic 



cameras aboard the Apollo 
15, 16 and 17 missions.

Mexico City bans 
bags 

MEXICO CITY (AFP) ■ 
Shops in Mexico City risk 
being fined up to 90,000 dol¬ 
lars if they give customers 
plastic shopping bags in defi¬ 
ance of a new environmental 
law that has come into effect, 
officials said Friday. 

The law, adopted in Au¬ 
gust 2009 and implemented 
from Thursday, seeks to stop

Is it normal forgetfullness or 
Alzheimers 


Kidneys from dead patients 
as durable as ones from those 
deemed brain-dead 


Symptoms 

Memory loss is usually the 
first sign of Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease. Many older people may 
worry about Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease if they start to have 
memory problems. Having 
some short-term memory loss 
in your 60s and 70s is com¬ 
mon, and some people with 
mild memory problems will 
go on to develop Alzheimer's 
disease. If you start having 
memory problems, share 
your concerns with your fam¬ 
ily and your doctor. 

Examples of normal for¬ 
getfulness include forget¬ 
ting: 

•Parts of an experience. 

•Where the car is parked. 

•Events from the distant 
past. 

•A person's name, remem¬ 
bering it later. 

•Where you left an object, 
such as your car keys. 

Examples of memory 
loss caused by Alzheimer f s 
disease include forgetting: 

•An entire experience. 

•How to drive a car or read 


a clock. 

•Recent events, such as 
forgetting you left the stove 
on. 

•Ever having known a par¬ 
ticular person. 

Alzheimer's disease also 
causes changes in thinking, 
behavior, and personality. 
Early in the disease, the per¬ 
son may still behave appro¬ 
priately in social situations, 
leading others to believe that 
the person is not ill. Close 
family members and friends 


may first notice the symp¬ 
toms of Alzheimer's disease, 
although the person may also 
realize that something is 
wrong. 

Learn the warning signs of 
dementia—such as having 
difficulty thinking or remem¬ 
bering, or having trouble bal¬ 
ancing a checkbook—and 
talk to a doctor if a friend or 
family member has devel¬ 
oped any of the signs. Symp¬ 
toms vary as the disease 
progresses. 


A new British study finds that 
transplanted kidneys from pa¬ 
tients whose hearts have 
stopped beating perform just as 
well as those from patients who 
are brain-dead but still alive. 

Surgeons have been con¬ 
cerned that kidneys from pa¬ 
tients whose hearts have 
stopped may be weaker and 
less durable. 

In the new study, professor 
J. Andrew Bradley, of the 
University of Cambridge, and 
colleagues studied a database 
of 9,134 kidney transplants 
from 2000 to 2007. Of those, 
845 were from people whose 
heart stopped beating after a 
decision to withdraw life sup¬ 
port; the rest were from 
brain-dead patients. 

The study, published on¬ 
line by the The Lancet, 
showed that the kidneys of 
both types performed equally 
well at one and five years after 
transplantation — in terms of 
their survival in the body — in 
patients who’d received trans¬ 
plants for the first time. 

"Kidneys from controlled 
cardiac-death donors provide 
a good outcome in terms of 
both graft survival and graft 


function in first-time recipi¬ 
ents and should be regarded 
as equivalent to kidneys from 
brain-death donors," the re¬ 
searchers wrote. "The factors 
shown to affect transplant 
outcome for kidneys from 
cardiac-death donors will 
help to guide clinical decision 
making and inform future al¬ 
location policy." 

Dr. Jonathan S. Bromberg, 
a transplant specialist at the 
Mount Sinai Medical Center 
in New York City, said that 
other research has also shown 
that transplanted organs per¬ 
form about the same, regard¬ 
less of whether they're from 
dead or brain-dead donors. 

There are some challenges 
to removing organs from pa¬ 
tients whose hearts have 
stopped beating, Bromberg 
said. They're more likely to 
have certain kinds of damage, 
he said, and "therefore, great 
care must be taken to procure 
the organs carefully, to 
shorten the preservation time 
as much as possible, and to 
match the donor organs with 
recipients who have a de¬ 
creased chance of rejecting 
the organs."

APOLLONIA, Albania 
(AFP) - Archaeologists un¬ 
earthed a Roman bust from 
the 2nd century AD hailed as 
the most important archaeo¬ 
logical find of the last 50 
years in Albania, experts said 
yesterday. 

"It is an exceptional dis¬ 
covery, the most important in 
the last 50 years in Albania 
because the bust is still in¬ 
tact,” French professor Jean- 
Luc Lamboley, who led the 
dig at Apollonia with Alban¬ 
ian archaeologists, told AFP. 

Experts say the bust of an 
unknown athlete found at the 
Apollonia site, some 120 kilo¬ 
meters (75 miles) from Tirana, 
was of a remarkable quality. 


Apollonia is one of the 
biggest archaeological sites 
in Albania and the fact that no 
modem town was built on its 
mins makes for excellent ex¬ 
cavating conditions. 

The team of French and 
Albanian archaeologists dig¬ 
ging at the scene are studying 
how Apollonia evolved from 
a Greek colony founded in 
the 7th century BC to a 
Roman settlement in the 3rd 
century AD. 

’’This spans a thousand 
years of history and we can 
study here how the classic 
Greek civilisation was trans¬ 
mitted, evolved and enriched 
in Roman times,” Lamboley 
said.

And a lot of men 
write better reports on money 
making and how to get greater 
pleasure from leisure time ac¬ 
tivities such as fishing, wood¬ 
working or other hobbies. 

The list of subjects you can 
write about is endless. 

But reports on how to make 
more money easier and faster 
are no more limited to male au¬ 
thors than expertise in cooking 
is limited to female authors. 
So, anyone and everyone can 
write a report. 

Write in a style similar to 


the reports you used to do 
when you were in school. Do 
you remember the theme pa¬ 
pers you used to have to re¬ 
search, outline and write for 
your final exam? 

Be factual and most impor¬ 
tant, be clear. Know your 
reader and use the kind of lan¬ 
guage they expect you to use. 
This does not mean that you 
should drop to the level of a 
barroom or elevated to the 
level of a Scholar. 

It just means that in writing 
reports, you should bear in 
mind that these reports serve as 
personal one-to-one consulta¬ 
tions between you and your 
reader, and that your language 
should establish a rapport they 
can feel. 

You should outline what 
you want to say before you 
write it. 

Many writers “think” as 
they’re typing or writing what 
they want to say, myself in¬ 
cluded. But believe me, every¬ 
thing flows smoother, with a 
lot less rewrite involved, and 
the finished product is always 
much better when you’ve out¬ 
lined what you want to say be¬ 
fore you start. 

We’ll continue this topic in 
the next tip.

European equities slip on US 
economic woes 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stocks fell yesterday 
despite takeover news in the 
energy sector as investors 
shunned risky assets after more 
weak US economic data 
dented confidence in the global 
recovery. 

London’s FTSE 100 index 
of leading shares was down 
0.31 percent at 5,195.28 points 
as trading closed for the week¬ 
end. 

In Paris, the CAC 40 fell 
1.30 percent to 3,526.12 points 
and in Frankfurt the DAX was 
down 1.15 percent at 6,005.16. 
The Stoxx 50 index of leading 
eurozone companies was down 
1.16 percent at 2,643.98 
points. 

The market is ’’poised to 
close out the week on a sour 
note... extending yesterday’s 
steep descent that came cour¬ 
tesy of disappointing jobs and 
manufacturing data in the US, 


which dampened the outlook 
for the continued economic re¬ 
covery,” analysts at Charles 
Schwab & Co said in a note. 

In the United Sates, the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
was down 1.03 percent at 
around 1645 GMT while the 
tech-rich Nasdaq composite 
index declined 0.65 percent 
and the broader S&P 500 index 
shed 0.84 percent. 

Investors set aside news 
that state-owned Korea Na¬ 
tional Oil Corporation has 
launched a hostile takeover bid 
for Dana Petroleum, valuing 
the British oil explorer at 1.87 
billion pounds (2.3 billion 
euros, 2.9 billion dollars). 

Asian markets were sent 
reeling earlier yesterday as 
sentiment was rocked by sharp 
overnight Wall Street losses 
caused by the latest batch of 
disappointing data. 

Tokyo fell 1.96 percent, 


Sydney 1.07 percent and Hong 
Kong 0.43 percent. 

On Thursday, US data 
stoked growing concerns about 
the recovery in the world's 
biggest economy amid fears of 
a double-dip recession. 

The Labor Department said 
the number of Americans fil¬ 
ing new weekly claims for job¬ 
less benefits jumped unex¬ 
pectedly to 500,000, the high¬ 
est level in nine months and 
against forecasts for a small 
improvement. 

The glum figures were 
compounded after the Federal 
Reserve of Philadelphia said 
manufacturing activity in the 
mid-Atlantic region had 
dropped in August. 

Elsewhere in Europe, Ams¬ 
terdam fell 1.35 percent, Brus¬ 
sels dropped 0.88 percent, 
Madrid fell 1.40 percent, Milan 
fell 1.22 percent and Swiss 
stocks were down 1.52 percent.

You Only Live Once: 

Guca festival lures 
trumpet afficionados 



GUCA, Serbia (AFP) - 
Hundreds of thousands of 
people have flocked to the 
small central Serbian town 
of Guca to join its famous 
trumpet festival, a delirious 
street party fueled by non¬ 
stop live brass bands. 

Thick smoke from 
dozens of barbecues en¬ 
gulfed Guca, which is 
shaken up every August by 
hundreds of thousands of 
visitors to its famous 10- 
day-trumpet festival. 

People from all over the 
world come to see the festi¬ 
val which is more like a 
crazy street party with 
everybody dancing to the 
infectious Balkan beats of 
the brass bands that make 
their way through town. 

"We love the music of 
course, but we were sur¬ 
prised and amazed by the 
people and the atmosphere. 
It's crazy!" a young Italian 
couple, Ricardo and 
Clementina, who did not 
give their last names, 
shouted over the music. 

The atmosphere in Guca 
is really unique. The streets 
of this small hilly town liter¬ 
ally become a big open-air 
club where everything goes. 

Enormous quantities of 
beer or 'rakija', local strong 
brandy, usually homemade, 
can be bought anywhere dur¬ 
ing the festival. 

Tve drunk all of these," 
proudly shows a young Serb 
party-goer, showing a 
strange sculpture made of 
some 40 empty beer bottles. 

The festival, which was 
originally started to honour 
the art of playing the trum¬ 
pet, is also a competition of 
the best brass bands in the re¬ 
gion. 

It soon acquired a reputa¬ 
tion as one of the wildest par¬ 
ties in the Balkans. This year's 
slogan: You only live once. 


During the day piglets and 
lambs roast slowly on old- 
fashioned coal barbecues. 
Lured by the smell, foreign 
visitors, who according to 
first estimates make about 
one third of crowd, take the 
opportunity to try the local 
specialities: svadbarski kupus 
— cabbage traditionally made 
for wedding celebrations— or 
fresh lamb roast. 

In the restaurants and on 
the streets people of all na¬ 
tionalities dance together to 
the trumpet sounds, tipping 
the musicians by putting bills 
on their sweaty foreheads. 

In front of the monument 
to a trumpet player on Guca's 
central square, some hundred 
people danced deliriously as 
Serbs try to teach the for¬ 
eigners the steps to the tradi¬ 
tional 'kolo'. 

"Unlike other festivals, 
here, musicians are close to 
you: you are in the middle of 
the band, you can talk to 
them," explains Markus, a 
young German fan of the 
Balkan beat sound, dance 
beats fused with the sounds 
of Balkan brass bands and 
gypsy music.

BERLIN (AFP) - World 
800m champion Caster Se¬ 
menya admits she will be tak¬ 
ing a step into the unknown 
on Sunday as she looks to re¬ 
build her career in the wake 
of her sex test ordeal and pre¬ 
pare for the London 
Olympics. 

The 19-year-old won the 
World Championships at 
Berlin's Olympic Stadium a 
year ago as she ran a personal 
best of one minute 55.45 sec¬ 
onds, only for the sport's gov¬ 
erning body to then demand a 
gender test. 

The conclusive results of 
the test came back nearly a 
year later and she was only 
cleared to begin running 
again last month, but will be 
back on the Berlin track on 
Sunday to race in the World 
Challenge event here. 

”My concentration is al¬ 
ready looking towards next 
year and the World Champi¬ 
onships (in Daegu, South 
Korea) and especially on the 


London Olympics,” she said. 

"I can't really tell you what 
I expect for Sunday. Accord¬ 
ing to my trainer, I am aiming 
to run under two minutes. 

"For me, it is pretty good 
to be back in Berlin. I am 
happy to be back, I have 
achieved good times here. 

"For my athletics career, 
my time off wasn't good, but 
for my family, my trainer and 
my training partners, it was. 

"Maybe it will help me, I 
will run faster.” 

Semenya declined to dis¬ 
cuss the testing procedure ini¬ 
tiated by the IAAF after her 
world title-winning perform¬ 
ance gave rise to rumours 
about her gender. 

"If you want to know more 
about everything that is med¬ 
ical, contact the office of the 
IAAF,” she said. 

"I do not want to talk 
about the past, I want to talk 
about the future and the 
Olympics.” 

Sunday's event will be Se- 
menya's third race since her 
comeback and she is looking 
to go under two minutes, hav¬ 
ing run twice in Finland re¬ 
cently with times of 02min 
04.22sec and 2:02.41. 

Semenya's immediate goal 
is to run in October's Com¬ 
monwealth Games. 

Her agent Jukka Haerkoe- 
nen said the teenager had 
been through a harrowing ex¬ 
perience as she spent nearly a 
year wondering if she would 
ever race again. 

"As a young lady, it was 
not a really good time to be 
off 11 months, but the case is 
closed and she is free to 
compete," said Haerkoenen. 

"I hope the welcome in 
Berlin will be like in Fin¬ 
land.

Serena Williams withdraws from US Open 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Serena 
Williams announced on Fri¬ 
day that she has pulled out of 
this year's US Open because 
she is still recovering from 
surgery to repair cuts on her 
right foot. 

"It is with much frustra¬ 
tion and deep sadness that I 
am having to pull out of the 
US Open," Williams said. 


"My doctors have advised 
against my playing so that 
my foot can heal." 

Williams was reportedly 
hurt by a broken glass at a 
restaurant while she was in 
Munich in July and later un¬ 
derwent surgery in Los Ange¬ 
les to repair the damage. 

The 28-year-old American 
has won 13 Grand Slams ti¬ 


tles, including three at the US 
Open, but last year she lost in 
the US Open semi-finals. 

The current world number 
one has participated in the 
last 16 major tournaments; 
the last one she missed was 
Wimbledon in 2006. 

Williams won her first 
Grand Slam singles champi¬ 
onship at the 1999 US Open 
and also won at Flushing 
Meadows in 2002 and 2008. 

She was fined 82,000 dol¬ 
lars last year at the US Open 
for an outburst directed at a 
lineswoman during a semi¬ 
final match against Kim Cli- 
jsters. 

It was a profanity-laced 
tirade in which Williams ap¬ 
proached the official in what 
tournament director Jim Cur¬ 
ley called at the time "a 
threatening manner".
